‘Satchmo’ Armstrong 


Dies Suddenly At 71 


NEW YORK (AP) — Louis 
A r m s t r o n g , 
the 
satchel- 
mouthed, 
eye-rolling one-time 
waif who learned to love the 
trumpet in a Louisiana school 
and blew and sang his way into 
the hearts of millions the world 
over, died today. He was 71 
Sunday. 
Armstrong spent 10 weeks in 
Beth Israel Hospital after wind­ 
ing up a two-week engagement 
at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in 
late February. 
That was a long way from 
the waif’s home in New Orleans 
where a 13-year-old boy got his 
first coronet. He was sent to 
the home for shooting off a re­ 
volver on New Year’s Eve. 
Along the way, “Satchmo” 
went from one-night stands in 
little towns all across the coun­ 
try to jazz concerts in most of 
the world’s capitals. He made 
countless recordings, appeared 
in many movies and lately, had 
been a favorite guest on tele­ 
vision specials and talk shows. 
Armstrong won acclaim all 
his life, from kings and savag­ 
es, from intellectual jazz buffs 
and kids on the street. He mop­ 
ped his sweaty brow, roiled his 
eyes, 
sang 
in 
that growling 
voice and—most of all—played 
his horn. 
On his 70th birthday in 1970, 
Armstrong played a recording 
of one of his early trumpet 
solos and had this to say: 
“Ain’t nobody played nothing 
like it since, and can’t nobody 
play nothing like it now.’’ 
That could be his epitaph, 
and 
as 
long 
as 
those 
old 
records 
are 
around 
to 
be 
played, nobody is going to ar­ 
gue with him. 
Daniel Louis Armstrong was 
born on the fourth of July, 1900. 
and by the time he was 5 his 
parents 
had 
separated 
and 
Louis was roaming the New Or­ 
leans streets. After an ill-fated 
New 
Year 
celebration—some­ 
times he claimed the gun was 
only 
loaded 
with 
blanks—he 


was sent to the New Orleans 
Waifs Home. 
Louis 
had 
already 
been 
taught to blow on a cornet a 
little by the great Bunk John­ 
son, and in the school’s brass 
hand. 
After he left the home, Louis 
kept on playing the cornet—in 
New Orleans’ famed houses of 
ill repute that gave jazz its 
name, and in pick-up bands 
playing at funerals—dirges on 
the way to the cemetery and a 
rousing “Didn’t He Ramble” on 
the way back. 
“Cats died like flies,” he re­ 
called recently, “so I got a lot 
of nice little gigs out of that. 
It’s business. They going to en-

The new uniform law 
included many consumer pro­ 
tection measures, such as out­ 
lawing “Balloon payments” with 
low regular monthly install­ 
ments and one final payment 
that was a “Whopper.”

People move from state 
to state, and if the laws are uni­ 
form, it makes movement that 
much easier.

In ef­ 
fect, it decided that no state 
can set up barriers that affect 
interstate commerce.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Ru­ 
pert Crosse Is a difficult man to 
typecast, and that has been, 
both good and bad for his act­ 
ing career. 
A few years ago, when roles 
began opening in the movies 
and television for black actors, 
Crosse was out of work for 13 
months. 
“I didn’t fit the producers’ 
image,” said Crosse, a lanky 
man with a face equally adapt­ 
able to villain, rpscal or hero. 
“But I did end up getting the 
special roles ” 
One was his picture-stealing 
part in “The Reivers,” the 
turning point in his career. 
“The time was right, the story 
was right and 1 was ready,” he 
said. “I’ve been an actor for 14 
years.” 
He was nominated for an 
Academy Award and that led to 
a number of guest shots on 
television and finally to a co- 
starring role with Don Adams 
in the new NBC comedy-adven­ 
ture “The Partners.” 
Crosse and Adams play two

Townsend observed: "If we 
had allowed states to set up 
their own rules as to what can 
pass over its borders, this coun­ 
try would never have gone be­ 
yond an agricultural society.”

Justice of the Peace situation in
